We 
learn, however, that nh Sunday, morning the 
two torpedo destroyers A/unakusno and Usu- 
gumo, dispatched by the Sasebo. Admiralty 
authorities, left Goto for the scene of the disaster 
at 5.30 am. : The wrecked steamer was pur- 
chased in America by Messrs. Okuragumi and 
she arrived at Yokohama in March, 1900, . Her
